DUTCH ARCHIVES. 

Venezuelan Boundary Commission Sends an 
Expert to Examine the Records, 

Washington, May S. — Prof. G. L.

Thti Bpecial reason 
why tlio cominitteo dctiireB to liiive these 
iiroiiiveH cxamiiied ia tliat refi"!ri!nce is 
niaile to them in a general way in the 
UritiHh hliie hixik and iiy liiHtoriana 
witlioiit Hiieeilically deninnatint; the par- 
ticular doeutuonts ujion wliich the state- 
ments of ttie blue book and of the his- 
torians rest. 



Winnipeg, May 8. — (Special) — Sev- 
eral tiiousand people were packed in tlic 
big skating rink to-night to listen to .Sir 
Charles Tiipi)er deliver the opening 
speei:h of tlio Douiinion campaign, U 
was u meeting such as Winnipeg has 
seldom seen, and in respect to numbers 
was perliapa never equalled, Tlie build- 
ing was elaborately (iecorated with flags, 
bunting and mottoes. Among those 
mottoes were : "1SG7 Macdonald-Tiip- 
per — 189G, Tupper-Macdonald " ; "Peace, 
jjrogress and prosperity"; "Welcome 
true friend of Manitoba and the North- 
west"; "Tho Cumberland warhorse, a 
great statesman for a great na- 
tion" " Bepresentation and develop- 
ment, no ol»truction,"and many others 
of a sitnilar character. On the platform 
were representative Oonservatives'from 
every district in Manitoba. Before 8 
o'clock tho great building was densely 
crowded, 'and until the arrival of the 
Premier's jiarly tlie brass band plaj'cd 
patriotic selectiuiia. At half-oaut eight 
Sir Charles and Hon. Hugh John arriv- 
ed ; and their appearance was the signal 
for tremendous cheering, while the band 
)>layed "See the Conquering Hero 
Comes." 

,T. H. Brock, of Winniiicg, presided 
and called upon J. S. Aikeiis, who jne- 
sented to Hon. Hugh John Macdonald a 
requisition signed by two thousand citi- 
zens asking him to be their candidate. 

The remarkable personal popularity 
of Hugh John "The Old Man's Son'' 
was made manifest when he rose to 
make a speech accepting the Conserva- 
tive nomination. The ovation he re- 
ceived was one he will long remember 
Hugh John declared that until Sir 
Charles took the helm he had not the 
remotest intention of re-entering poli- 
tics. But Sir Charles h:id been the true 
and trust.e<i friend of his father iiud had 
stood with him through good repute and 
evil repute, and when Sir Charles asked 
him to join his government he could not 
refuse. He felt that with Sir Cliarles a.s 
his cliief lie could render valuable ser- 
vice to Ilia adopted province, and feeling 
so his duty was clear. Then Mr. 
Mncdonald took np the questions of 
the day, dealing first with the school 
question which he carefully reviewed. 
He was, lie stiid, now and always had 
been a siip!)orter of national schools and 
wliili! he jirotested against the brutal 
manner in whicii they had been brought 
about, he felt that they were a move in 
the right direction. But, when the 
I'rivy Council of P'ngland deciiled that 
an injustice had been done tiie Catho- 
lics; tliat they sud'ereil under u. griev- 
ance, he had taken the position that 
they were entitled to reasonable redress. 
The Manitoba Catholics hail been done 
an injury and the Manitoba government 
shoulil have given a remedy. But be- 
cause the Manitoba government fountl it 
could make capital out of liie question 
.it refused to give justice. If Manitoba 
refused to give justice the federal gov- 
ernment was forced to give it. 

Sir Charles Tupper was then presented 
with an aildrcss id welcome from tlie 
Conservaiives of the West, read by 
George Gait. 

On rising to reply the Premier received 
a very cordial greeting, the vast iindience 
rising and cheering liiiu heartily. Sir 
Charles said of tlie receffiiun accfiriied 
himself and his colleague, Hugh Jolm, 
tliat'the demonatrations of last night and 
to-night were ntoro eiithuHiastic than 
any lie could call to mind in the forty 
years of political life. Such demonstra- 
tioiiB iie should never forget. He 
then entered upon a eulogy of 
the ipolicy of protection and dilated 
ugKia the benefits Canada >had reaped 
froiiiiit. He was in the middle of this 
when the heavy rain falling on the tin 
sheeted roof of the rink building leii- 
deroiJ his voice inaudilde, and he was 
compelled to reHunie his seat. The band 
Iilayeil for a iiuiirter of an hour and then 
Sir Charles was able to jirocned. Con- 
trasting Canada's progress wi'th that of 
other nations he declared it to;havo been 
remarkable, and the manner in wliich 
Caniula had passed tlirough the periml 
of depression which ssvept over all coun- 
tries luul challenged the admirutioii of 
the world. Canada under Coiiservative 
rule had much to show for its expendi- 
ture. It had accomplished vast public 
works, yet it was a remarkable fact that 
its debt iper capita was to-day less tlian 
wlien tho Liberals went out of offif.e. 

Taking up tho question of Inii.ierial 
Federation Sir Charles declared that the 
ailoption of preferential trade was i>jt of 
less coiisequenco to the ))eopleof Caiiada 
than even the national policy of protec- 
tion. The threat of \va.r by America had 
given an impetus to Imperial Federation 
and had shown Britain's statesmen tho 
noceaaityof ceti'<enting the union be- 
tween Britain's colonies. Imperial Fed- 
eration and preferential duties would 
settle up Manitoba more rapidly than 
anyone had ever hoped or dreamed. To 
the West preferential trade was of vital 
importance. Bring it about and the de- 
velopment of the Canadian West would 
he so rapid that the world would be as- 
tonisheil. 

Sir Charles then ilificueeed tlic quca- 
tioiiB 01 tho Htidson Bay railway and the 
iinjiroviinienn of lied river navigation, 
and arouHcd great enthusiasm by his 
references to tliesu matters, which refer- 
encos he prefaced by a challenge to any 
man to point to any pledge made to his 
country men' in bis forty years of public 



life which he had not fulfilled. The Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway, he said, hud 
found its greatest friend in him, and as 
such friend ho could point to tho tact 
that soon the Canadian Pncilic would he 
helpless to handle the vast grain pro- 
duction of tho Canadian West. 
Ho could see the Hudson's Bay railway 
was rapidly becoming a necessity. It 
was a work that demanded immediate 
attention, and he pledged his govern- 
ment to aid it. He also promised to im- 
prove the Red river navigaiion, and de- 
clared that the government would have 
made a grant for it last session but for 
the senseless opposition which came 
frgm the last quarter it bad been looked 
for — the opposition of Winnipeg's own 
representative. The fast Atlantic steam- 
ship service was briody touched upon 
anil endorsed by Sir Charles, as wan also 
the jiroposition for inii)roved defences. 

On theiiiiestion of Mtinitoha schools, 
Sir Charlea declared that he was ])re- 
pared to sjieak on this as on all oilier 
questions, fearlessly and honestly. The 
act of hSTl had given the Catholics jirivi- 
li'ge of their own schools and the tict of 
18'JO had taken this privilege from them. 
That they luid sullered a grievance in 
this respect was undoubted. The I'rivy 
Council of Kiiglaud declared they hail Ii 
grievance, and this grievance "in all 
honor and justice should be remedied., 
Under the Canadian constitution the 
Catholics had a right to claim redress. 
They had this claim under a chiuee 
which had been phioed in tlie constitu- 
tion by rciiuesl from a Protestant 
source for Protestant protection. 
Because we had hostility to a separate 
school system we could not say we 
would tear tip the leaf in the constitution 
which gave the Catholic minority the 
right to claim redress. Sir Charles said 
he appealed forthe feeble Catholic min 
ority of Manitoba, no matter what their 
opinion was in regard to separate 
schools. Had the Protestants of Quebec 
been treated as were the Catholics of 
Manitoba to-day, it would have been an- 
other ox that was gored and every Pro 
testant pulpit in the Und would have 
rung with denunciation. Where was 
there a nian with a head on his shoul- 
ders, and brain in that head, who would 
cay that in the interests of national 
schools it was wise to turn out the ]iri;- 
seiit govcrniiient and put in power a Ro- 
man Catholic and Frenchman as ])rc- 
mier? 

He appealed to the people of Manito- 
ba to exercise toleration and a spirit of 
justice in this school question. He earn- 
estly desired its eettleinent, for it was 
doing the country incalculable harm and 
giving the envious enemies of the Do- 
minion in other lands a weapon to strike 
a blow at Canada's progress. He would 
never consent to do injustice to any of 
his fellow citizens, be they Catholic or 
Protestant. The feeble Catholic minor- 
ity of Manitoba were as 'much 
entitled to justice and pro- 
tection as the strong over- 
wliehniiig Protestant majority, and as a 
statesman he would he unworthy of him- 
self did he not stand firmly for equal 
justice to all classes, great or small. 

The rain again rendering it impossible 
tor Sir Charles to be heard he closed 
with a prediction of success, and even a 
larger majority for tlie Conservative 
party at the elections.

— The gratifying in- 
telligence was received to-day of the re- 
cognition by the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety of ilw. meritorious work of two 
Canadian geologiste and geographers for 
their services to goograpliical science. 
The society awarded to A. P. Low_ what 
is known AB the Gill Memorial, and J. 
15. Tyrrell -the Bach grant. Both are 
niembera of the gedlogical survey stall". 

The revenue of the J)oniinion exceeded 
the expendi'ture last month by a quarter 
of a million dollai-E. The surplus to 
April lU) is nearly five millions.

Winnipeg, Mayft — (Special). — The 
Conservative convention held hero to- 
day on the occasion of the visit ot Sir 
Charles Tapper, Bart., was most unani- 
mous and hearty. The Premier visited 
the convention during the morning and 
received great ai>plauHe. In a speech, 
he said, that in all his career as a public 
man he had held as an axiom that the 
future of Canada depended to a 
great extent upon the development 
and progress of the Northwest. 
One of the great factors in the future de- 
velopment of Western Canada would be 
an outlet to Hudson's Bay, the natural 
pathway from tho prairies of the great 
\Vest to Great Britain, and it was his 
firm conviction that the i)respority of 
the West and the whole Duniiiiion 
called for the speedy construction of the 
road to the bay. (Prolonged applause.) 
The Liberal party had persistently, 
thongh not inconsistently, apposed this 
great national undertaking at every 
stage since the question of its construc- 
tion was first mooted. 

The Conservative party had given to 
Canada the Intercolonial and the Can- 
adhtn Pacific railways, and lio could now 
assure the people oi Manitoba and the 
Northwest that that same party would 
give them the Hudson's Bav railway. 
The government was a unit on the 
policy of a road to the Bay, They are 
publicly committed to that policy, and 
he could assure them that arranj^einents 
had been made which enabled him to 
state that the first link ot that railway 
to the Saskatchewan river would be 
built during. the year 1898. (Cheers and 
iipi)hiuse.) 

Kesolutions were adopted by the con- 
vention approving of the trade and 
other policies of the Conservative party 
as set forth by Sir Charles. 

QuEUEC, May 8, — (Special) — Another 
deiiionstration on behalf of Hon. Mr.

STATE ELECTIONS. 

Notes Regarding the Coming Contests In 
DilTerent Parts of the Union. 

[From the New York Sun.] 
A larger number of states will partici- 
pate in this year's presidential election 
than in any previous presidential elec- 
tion in the United States, and a larger 
number of states, too, will vote on the 
same day, Tuesday, November 3, than 
ever heretofore, the list of states holding 
preliminary spring or autumn elections 
having heen fatoadily reduced of late 
years. None of the doubtful states now 
liolds a preliminary election, and one of 
the last slates to fall out of tlie early list 
is Orejion, which in June, l.SSS, sounded 
what tlie lii'imblicans called " the open- 
ing gun " of the Harrison and Morton 
contest liy a Kejiubliean majority 
of 0,000. In the preliminary elec- 
tion of .Tune, 1S!)2, in Or- 
egon the result was indecisive ami un- 
satisfactory, the Kepiildicaa (candidate 
at the head of the* state ticket polling 
ol.UOO votes, the Democrat 2',l, 1)00 and 
the I'opniist 12,000. Later on the elec- 
toral vote-s of the state were divided' be- 
tween (.ieii. Harrison and Cien. Weaver, 
On August 3 there will be a state elec- 
tion in .Mabama, and a repetition of the 
lively liiiies of 1802 and 1804 is promised.

— A deputation trom 
the West Indian Association, including 
many planters, had a conference with

Mr. Neville Lubbock, on behalf of the 
ai'Boeiatioii, pointed out the disastrous 
ellects whicli the bounties jiaid liy 
loreiirn governments have had on 
the sugar colonies and relineriee of Great 
Britain. Germany, ho pointed out, had 
recently made overtures to Belgium, 
France and Aiistri;:, with a view 
to the aimnltaneouB abolition of 
all sugar boijuties. And all of 
these governments were favorable 
to such abolition except France, which 
it is hoped will concur in the project. 
As a result of to-day's conference it was 
decided to present the subject to the 
House of Commons.

They soon gave the 
Emperor of Germany and those who 
counted upon his active interference in 
the affairs of South Africa to un- 
derstand that they were prepared 
to maintain to the uttermost their 
rights. When President Kruger, re- 
lying upon the assistance of Germany, 
made pre])arations to repudiate the 
suzerainty of Great J5ritaiu he was 
told in very plain terms that he would 
be recpiired to carry out the terms of the 
Treaty of London. The Times, whicli 
on most important occasions faithfully 
expresses the opinions and the feelings 
of the British nation, assumed a firm 
and an independent attitude that must 
have convinced both the President of the 
Transvaal Republic and the Enijieror of 
Germany that it was not in this South 
African business to he either trilled with 
bullied. This is part of what the 
Times said : 

The arming of the Dutch Republics is 
umiuestionably a very grave act. Pre- 
parations, we are told, are being made in 
the Orange Free State as well as in the 
Transvaal, and it wouhl he fatuous to 



importance to the Phnperor of Ger- 
many's hasty e.\piesaion of synipatliy 
with the President of the Transvaal Re- 
public. And Mr. Kruger and his Gov- 
ernment saw that it would be bad policy 
to deal harshly with the TJitlander re- 
foruiera. Appearances now indicate that 
South Africa will in a short time be per- 
fectly tran(iuil and that the Uitlandera 
will in the near future be in li better po- 
sition than they iiave everoccupied since 
their Hettlemenl in the Tranavaal.

Ro.MH, May S.- — During the course of a 
debate to-day on the African credits in 
the Italian chamber, the minister for 
foreign allairs, the Duke of Serinoneta, 
reiniiliated the idea that the Italian trov- 
ernment had the intention of abandon- 
ing .Massowiih, and iiitiniatcd that the 
Italians would hold Kassala as long as 
the interests of t he A nglo- l'!gyjitian t!x- 
[ledition to Doiigola deuiiinded it. 

General Hioiotti, minister of war, fol- 
lowing the Duke of Sermonc.'ta approved 
of tlu! decision of tlie governnient to 
abandon Tigris. To prosemite the 
war for two years, he said, would 
recjuire 150,000 men and an expenditure 
of £40,000,000 would be iieedeil. Tlie 
Italian possessions would therefore be 
limited to the Marebelesa river line. 
The government, he said, would do its 
utmost to obtain the release of the pris- 
oners in the hands of the Abyssiniana, 
even paying a ransom for them. He 
hopeil that eventually a modus vivendi 
would be arranged with Abyssinia.

\'ANC()f vini, M;iy S. — (Special) — .\t 
yesterday 'h Kussion of tlie I'lcHliytoriau 
Synod of Briti-sii Coliimliia, hfld here, it 
was decided tluit the foreign iniwaion 
committee be empowered to secure luoi t! 
suitable premisea for the work in Vie- 
toria, that a lady missionary be ajipoiiit- 
ed to wurk aniunj; the women and child- 
ren in N'ietoria, that ^100 a year he ^'i vcn 
for tlie rent ol mission preniiseH in \'an- 
couver and Westminster, that the iniH- 
eiori house be painted at Union, that J. 
Hall be appointed at the Union niinea, 
and that a Chinese jireacher be seen red 
for the canneriea on the Fraaer during 
the snrniner. 

The conunittee on Presbyterian rc- 
corda 18 as follows : On those of Cal- 
gary—Rev. A. Dunn, Mr. T. H. Rogers; 
Kamloopa — Rev. J. M. MeLeod, Mr. \V. 
Black; Westminster— Rev. \V. L. Clay, 
Mr. A. Tait; Victoria — Rev. J. Buch- 
anan, Mr. A. Magee. 

The annual report showed a balance 
on hand of ;f 1S.50. 

The linancial report of the Manitoba 
Colle<:e wag read. As it exj)eeted that 
the Buninier season of theology would 
have to be discoiUinueil, Mes.srs. I5nch- 
anan and McElnian moved that every 
congregation and mission station within 
the bounds be asked to send a contribu- 
tion to this fund, that the Presbyterial 
committees urge congregations to do this 
work, that the synod express its thanks 
to God for the good work done by the 
college, and that the synod thinks that 
for Bome years the summer session of 
theology at the Manitoba College ia a 
necessity to the church. 

Tlie report on systematic beneficence 
was read by Dr. Campbell, adopted and 
transmitted. 

In the evening Rev, E, D. JIcLaren 
reported on homo misaiona. The niiasion 
showed rapid advancement for the year, 
more particularly in Calgary and Kani- 
loops. 

Rev. J. A. Logan reported on Sunday 
schools. 

Tlie Synod gave leave to the Presby- 
tery of Westminster to license J. Gor- 
don, of Vancouver, and to Victoria to 
license J. Stewart, of Nanaimo. 
_ To-day the Synod referred the ques- 
tion of the manaftement of the Calgary 
andWestminster Preabyteries to a special 
committee. 

Standing commitfeea on Sunday 
schools, finance, church life and wurl;, 
home missions autl the Manitolja College 
were appointed. 

Calgary asked for a license for Mr. 
Nasinyth. The a|)plication beingopposed 
by two memhera it wan decideia to for- 
ward it to the assembly. 

Bev8. J. Buchanan and .T. C. Hard- 
man brought up the matter of a lady 
missionary in Victoria, and the latter 
will move to reconsider the matter as 
the Methodists have the work in hand. 



New York, May 8.— R. G. Dun & 

Co.'a weekly review of tnido says the 
fact that tho exporta of .^5, 850,000 gold 
this week have produced no monetarj^ 
c-listiu'ljanco ia at once proof of the sound- 
ness of financial conditions and of the 
prevailing confidence in better things to 
come. It does not matter whether 
tho gold is reij Hired for Russia or any- 
where else, it would not ;;o from tliis 
rather than other countries if there were 
not balances to l)e met. Much of the 
hesitation at the present is due to 
till! temporarily rednccMl demand in 
some industries and in iron and sU'el.

Teiiipleman and Milne's Reiteration of tlie 
Regulation Liberal Campaign Falsehoods 
—They Need More Fattb in Canada, 

(I'rom llio OHiiwii Evouing Journal.)

In the United Slates, 
on the contrary, each State laises 
its main revenue by direct taxa- 
tion, from which our provinces are free. 
The llgures in each state vary but 
there ia no doubt that the average state 
taxation per head, added to the federal 
ligure, would show that taxation in the 
republic for all political purj)03ea ia 
much tho same as in Canada. 

This country of ours is one which dur- 
ing tho past twenty years has assumed 
great financial burdens in order to ex- 
ploit its enormous territory.

Discussion in the House of Commons— La- 
bouchere's Bitter Attack on the South 
African Csmpany. 

London, May 8. — Mr, Ohamberlain, in 
rejilying to Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 

Hiud that Cecil Rhodes' recent actions 
we'll! nniversally condemned, Imt ttiey 
must not for>;et his past services, lint 
for iMiglishnieii like Cecil Ithodes, lOni;- 
lish history would be nuieh poorer anti 
the i;riti.sli iloininions would be 
much smaller. (Applause.) Both the 
Knglish antl the Africanders of 
the Cape, continued the Secre- 
tary nf State for the Colonies, 
thought Cecil Ehodes the greatest bene- 
factor the colony ever had. Pie was 
powerless in future to do mischief, as 
not an armed man could bo moved with- 
out the authority of the goveriitnenl's 
own oHii'crs, and lliey were ready to 
;iive I'lesidt'iit Kriijrer any rcasonalik' 
^luaranti'i'. Willi the view of removing 
anv similow of sus|iieii)n, liieg'overninent 
had relusoil to advisr tlic C'liartered 
Com pan y rchit i vc to .Mr. Kliodes' resig- 
n;ition. lint, in view of Iho disturh- 
aiices in Rhodesia and the iiniio.ssiliility 
of linding out the opinion of the settlers, 
they thought it fair that tlie directors 
should be .given time to con.sider the 
matter. Tliey thought that M r. Rhodi's 
was in liis i)i'oper plaee in 
South Africa, whether as a direc- 
tor or as a shareholder. After 
the judicial proceedings were ended the 
government would review tlie situation 
in the light of the information obtained. 
Mr. Chamberlain further said that tlie 
government believed the jiroper course 
to follow would be that a joint commit- 
tee of both houses should iminire into 
the whole situation, iiudutliiig the ad- 
ministration of the Brilish Chartered 
South .Africa Company. The policy of 
the government, he explained, was to 
prevent absolutely the recurrence of the 
regrettable proceedings, to continue by 
every legitimate means the efforts to 
secure a fair and equal treatment for 
Rritish subjects in the Transvaal and to 
restore amity between the two races 
there. 

Mr. Lal)oucliere, Railical member for 
Xorthampton, who followed Mr. Cham- 
berlain, made a violent attack on the 
British Chartered South Africa Com- 
pany. He was inclined to believe, he 
said, that if Mr. Chamberlain had been 
given a free hand they would not have 
heard much more of Mr. Rhodes and his 
company. The entire press, hewenton, 
had conspired to blink at the real truth. 
The outcome of the situation was 
that they had a gang of gam- 
blers and tiniuieiei-8, headed by Cecil 
Rhodes, who wished to rob the public. 
Mr. Laiiouchere charged Cecil Rhodes 
with lying to conceal his comi)licity 
with till- invasion of the Transvaal and 
with using his |)osition to advance his 
personal and sordid interests. With in- 
credible infamy, said the editor of 
Truth, he allowed his instrument, Mr. 
.lameson, to be tried, when he liimseli 
was responsible. Every one of tin- 
directors in the Chartered South Africa 
Co., Mr. Labouchere concluded, witli 
iiitensilied bitterness, was guilty of cul- 
pable negligence and sliowed not even 
the proverbial honor among thieves in 
tlieir (inancial transactions. 

One of the jioints in Mr. Chamber- 
lain's speech was that he referred to Sir 
J. A, Dewilt, the British agent at I'rc- 
toriii, as an " old man who had earned a 
rest." The great crowd which had 
gathered in the house in anticipation of 
Mr. Chamiierlain's statement dispersed 
directly he had linished hia s|ii.'l'cIi. 
lit. lion. Leonard Courtney was mean- 
time saying, " Repent in haste, do tlii! 
right thing at once I'o not dally with 
dishonest y . " 

The remaining speeches on the subject 
were listened to with apathy, and the 
house adjourned at midnight. 

The Times correspondent ,at Pretoria, 
in a tlesfjatch published this morning, 
gives some further telegrams in the S(j- 
called " Cryptogram " series. They are, 
however, of little interest, for the most 
part dealing witli the preparations fen- 
the raid. There are also extracts 
given from a KQ\iy of a note book 
kept by .Major White, which is 
now in the hands of the prosecution. 
Th(! entry in this notebook for December 
2'.(, says: "Received a despatch from 
Cecil Rhoiles to move at once to .lohan- 
nesburg." Then follow details of the 
march. The correapondentauggests that 
this notebook is possibly spurious. He 
also eays; "'I understand that the 
Transvaal government will publish all of 
the documents in the case in a green 
book."
